HE IS RISEN! 


GARLANDING 1HE GLORIES OF 
THE RESUKRRECIED LORD, 


Easter-Day in Atianta-The Grand 
Celebration of the Day in the Cath- 

elie Charch—Abie Sermon by Kev. 
| M.T. Realiy—The Day in St. Philip’s 
Ohu reh. 


THE DAY. 


The week leading to Easter 
is observed in such a funeral : man- 
ner, connected as it is, with th, 
saddest and yet most glorious events of the 
sacred year, that when the gloom and grief of 
Passion-week’are swept away,by the joy and 
triumph of Easter-morn, the soul is carried 
away by the enthusiasm of the occasion to the 
uttermost limits of festiye triumph. In the 
preceding week we have seen the Son of man 
spat upon ; derided, oppressed; we have follow 
ed him on ,the tortutious route that led to 
Pilate’s court, and thence to the fatal cross- 
tree on Calyary; we have seen Him hanging 
between two felons; we have taken him down 
and laid him away in his tomb. And then the 
anguish of the soul for a dear one that is dead! 
But early on the morning o! the third day the 
women (first at the shrine of duty) come rushing 
to us with the news that ‘‘He is risen!” Yes, 
indeed he is risen and our faith is justified by 
this stupendous miracle which only God could 
perform. The rejoicings, then, are natural 
and to be expected. 

Historically, Easter has been an angry bone. 
The ques‘ion of the day upon which it should 
be celebrated has calied forth many bitter con- 
troversies between Rome and the East, and even 
the West, especially in Eng'and and Ireland, 
but in time the Wi st acknowledged the Roman 
computation, while the Kast stili looks a week 
forward for the happy day. 


THE CATHOLIC CHURCH. 


A Service Fraught with Glorious 
Mauasie. 

At an early hour the church of the Immacu- 
late Conception presented a busy scene. The 
people poured into the buildiag by hundreds, 
and long betore the appointed hour every seat 
in the church was occupied, and half way up 
the aisles humanity was massed until those out- 
side saw there was no use trying to get in. A 
look over the congregation presented strange 
contrasts. Casting youreyes to one side you 
would have thought yourself in the synagogue, 
so many Jews were there; inanotker direction 
you would catch a glimpse of a whole section 
from the Baptist church; while yet another 
look would make you reconsider and decide 
that you were in a Methodist church; all of 
which, however speaks well for the friendliness 
and good feilowship existing between all classes 
of our people. 

THE INTERIOR OF THE CHURCH 


was simply but tastefully decorated. A festoon 
of evergreen arched the sanciualy, variegated 
here and there with the choicest flowers of 
spring. The effect of the lighted candle abra 
was magniticent, and made the altar look like 
a fitting throne for the Prince of the occasion. 
This, together with the chastened light reflect- 
ed through the multi-colored g ass lent a charm 
to the scene that will not easily be forgotten. 
THE HIGH MASS. 

At half-past ten o’clock, Rev. Father Quin- 
lin, followed by the acolytes, entered the sanc- 
tuary by the side door, and proceeded to the 
celebratiou of high mass. The choir embraced 
the best talent in the city, and was under the 
skillful leadership of one of our most popular 
musical directors, Mr. C, CC. Guilford. 
As wave after wave of seraphie 
sound rolled over the vast congregation: 
all heads were bowed in reverence, and all 
hearts were filled with a holy joy. The service 
of the mass, always grand and inspiring, was 
lifted into the highest realms of music. It told 
the story of the cross in a manner that appealed 
toall hearts The christian’s alternating doubt 
and fear, following the footsteps of the bleeding 
Savior, could be,traced in the sweet sym- 
phonies of the song-service, but when the poin, 
of final triumph was reached; when the 
Man had proven himself the very God, then 
the singers, catching the inspiration ot the 
occasion, invested it with a feeling and fervor 
that infused itself into all present. To attempt 
toanalyze the beauty of the music would be 
vain, forit was grand—simply grand; to par- 
ticularize special parts of a church service would 
be bad taste; to name those excelling would 
impose the necessity ot running over every par- 
ticipant iu the exercises, Suffice it to say that 
the universal testimony is that it marks a new 
and growing era in the musical circles of At- 
lanta that cannot but be laden with good. 

THS SERMON. 
After the reading of the gospel and epuistie of 
the day, Rev. M. T. Reilly, the pastor, proceeded 
to deliver an admurable sermon op the events of 
the day. He is yeta young man, but bis talent 
his industry and his zeal have already won for 
him a front place among our pastors 

Text—“The angel making answer, said to the 
women : Ye seek Jesus of Nazareth who was 
crucified; he is risen, he is not here; behold the 
place where they laid him,”"—Mark xvi. 

i jThe speaker first drew attention to the 
eokial difference between the ‘‘hic jacet’’ ot 
our Cities of the dead and the angelic proclama- 
tion: “Heis not here;’”’ between the empty 
praise on the marbie slabs of the grandees and 
influential men of the world and the simple ‘‘he 
is risen.’’ 

The glory of men ends im the grave. In the 
centre of weakness, within the arms of death 
commences the glory of God-man In the resur- 
rection of Christ a great miracle and a great ex- 
ample are exposed to our view—a miracle to 
confirm our faith, an example to quicken our 
hope. Upoa it are based two cardinal truths of 
all religion: Jesus Christis God and we our- 
selves shall one day rise like Jesus Christ 

The resurrection isan incontrovertible proof 
of Christ's divinity, and iteonfirms our faith. 


He went on to develop these two points by 
adducing the text, Somans I, ‘‘who was predes- 
j teated the Gon af God'te power by the semmr- 
| rection, of our Lord Jesus Christ.” Aiso by 
showing the admirable affinity “between the 
generation of the Son of God, of the increated 
word from eternity and the generation in time 
of the God-man from the grave, as seen in the 
13th chapter of the acts of the Aposties, verse 33 
Other works performed by Him might haye 
proved his divinity, but it was especially to this. 
of miracies that was attached the seal- 
ing proof of his being ‘’Christ, the Son of the

‘Tell the vision to no man till the 
Bon of Man be risen from the dead.” But for 
the resurrection the case was different. On this 
hinged as it were, the reality of all his other 
miracies, the truth of all his teachings. He 
proclaimed himself God, equal to his Father, 
and adduced in proof his resurrection. It is 
natural to a God, the author of nature, to 
operate miracles, and of the event of his 
“building up the temple in three days” should 
verify the assertion of his divinity. His other 
miracles, his doctrines would stand unscathed, 
else they would fall, his iffe would have been 
but artifice, his words falsities, his followers 
dupes, and our faith a chimera. 

Miracles to anintelligent being are the lan- 
guage and voice of God. No greater miracie 
than that of raising the deal to life. None cer- 
tainly greater than. raising one’s self to iife, 
Before Christ, men acting in the name of God 
restored others to life, but. cf Christ alone can it 
be said. ‘*I can lay down my life and I can take 
it up again.” A most striking proof of the 
divinity of Him to whom must be applied, “I 
am counted with them that go down into the 
pit; Iam asaman that hath no strength, free 
among the dead.” Descended into the grave 
not asa subject, butas a sovereign, he needed 
but himself to draw himself therefrom. 

he most incontestable nature cf this proof is 
weil shown by the machinations of the devil 
who seemed to breath in the rabble and the 
Pharisees all the cunning of the serpent. Inhal- 
ing copiously the poison they resorted toall 
possible precautions te prevent the ‘last error 
being worse than the first,” Matthew xxvii, 
62, etc. 

The scriptures were to be fulfilled. Provi- 
dence uses the wily snares to subvert the ends 
intended and tomake more patent; to place 
beyong the slightest taint of suspicion the truth 
of the restoration of that temple—our Lord's 
body, an undeniable proof impregnable even 
to sharp edged sarcasm. The slightest knowl- 
edge of human nature goes to show that the 
weak apostles ana disciples who had quaiied 
even before a servant maid,and denied any 
acquaintance with this Galilean, would not be- 
came on a sudden imbued with the courage ‘‘to 
beard the lioo in his den’ to combat guards, 
who were well armed, unexceptionably watch- 
fulanu in every respect reliable. Even supposing 
this courage, what motive can we attribute as 
reasonable to-the disciples to steal away and 
secrete the body of aim who in the supposition 
would have deceived them? Folly, and utter 
ignorance of, or blindness to self-interest would 
have the basis on which to plant this climax of 
collusion with fraud and deceit, No! the truth, 
the verification of the destroyed temple being 
built again confirmed their faith, gave vigor and 
life to:their faltering forces, and prompted them 
to seal with the crimson impress of their blood, 
the belief in the resurrection, in the: divinity o 
Chnst. 

A denial of their faith, a declaration that the 
Christ was an imposter and blasphemer would 
have opened for them an avenue to honors and 
rewards. ‘But their faith was the victory.”’ 

This change was ‘‘by the right hand of the 
Most High.” See Actsxx (Upon this he dwelt 
at leagth.) 

The miracle of the resurrection is for us a 
proof that Christ was God, and that his religion 
istrue. Let us, then, not be satisfied with imi- 
tating the apostles before the death of our Lord, 
who called Him ‘Lord Master’’—let us say with 
St. Thomas, “My Lord and my God,” 

The resurrection of Christ auimates our 

hope. 
No other article of religion has been battered 
more violently ; none other more yiciously made 
the target of envenomed shafts, than that of the 
resurrection of the flesh. 

Supposing no future life, the present should 
be enjoyed to satiety; but reward, no punish- 
ment, hence Lo morality as a preparation, 
But: 

**Life is real, life is earnest, 
And the grave is not its goal ; 
Dust thou art, to dust reiurueth. 
Was not spoken of the soul.” 

The resurrection of Christ gives us this 
pledge. The same flesh in ihe God-man, born of 
a creature as in ourselves—the same forever 
now as then—no more difficult to bring together 
and unite the different particles, howsoever 
separated of our bodies, than to have created 
them from nothing. This conviction nerved 
the prophctto undergo the ex reme sufferings 
to which he was subjected: “I believe that my 
Redeemer liveth and that in the last day I shall 
rise from the earth.’’—Job xix. 

Chris: was ‘‘the first born among the dead,” 
(Col. i. 18)—the mystical body of which we are 
members. We musi then rise again, else Christ 
would not, the first born; we as members 
must do, live, die, as he our head does, so must 
we rise again as he did. 

That thie resurrection is possible may be 
seen from contemplating the omnipotent and 
unlimited power of dod. A comparison is 
xiven by St. Paul, in thearain of corn that dies 
in the bosom of the earth, and which after- 
wards sprung up and existed. 

(The moral lesson and the natural sequel of 
this future resurrection were put forward 
for the instraction and practical guidance of 
the hearers. 

The would-be incredulity of these besotted 
by their vicious habits, steeped in the indul- 
gence of their passions, wallowing in the mir: 
of sin, was portrayed and received its meed of 
condemnation as well asjexhortation to “sia no 
more,” to rise with Christ and to rejoice with 
him, inthe kingdom prepared for the good 
taithful servant. 

The sermon was of marked power and highly 
pleased all who heard it.

I say further, that I have thoroughly investi- 
gated the whole of Mr. Kimball’s record, and I 
have never found anything that looked like 
trickery or fraud. Still, I have not always 
indorsed his policy. I think he madea great 
mistake in purchasing the machinery on credit, 
I opposed this bitterly, and am now more tban 
ever convinced that it was an error. The boa d 
sustained him init, however, and I was ruled 
down, 

*'He resigned his position because he believed 
that $100,009 would be subscribed as soon as he 
had resigned, I believed thistoo.

ABOUT THE INMAN PROPOSITION. 


The proposition that Mr Inman made was 
about as follows. It was made at the solicitation 
of the committee of the factory: He proposed 
to lend the company $50,000 at first to pay off 
the liens and complete the building on the fol- 
lowing conditions: To tske a mortgage on a) 
the property, including the equity in the ma- 
chinesy; that the company should secure a 
pledge from the Lowell Machine company that 
they would not enjoin the use of the machinery 
during the mortgaze ; that the company should 
turn over enough irrevocable stock-proxies to 
enable him to name the president and directots 
at each meeting: that they should have a see. 
retary and treasurer ac $2,500 per annum; that 
& commercial agent should be appointed, desig- 
nated by the lender, who should get fifty cents 
a bale on all cotton purchased, and a commission 
ou all goods manufactured ; that the $50,( 00 
should be paid on such liens as the lender 
should designate ; that the money should bear 
ten per cent. interest, payable quarteriy in ad- 
vance. 

The above is the substance of the proposition, 
Twenty-five thousand dollars working capital 
was also offered at the same rate, to be secured 
by the cotton purchased and goods manufactur- 
ed, all of which would be in the hands of the 
commercial agent designated by the lender. 
Mr. flnaman made the proposition only after 
solicitation, 

THE LOWELL MACHINE CONTRACT. 

The eontract with the Loweil machine shop 
was about as follows: The machinery was 
delivered on credit. Ten per cent was to be 
paid on delivery, and five per cent each suc- 
ceeding month, with seven per cent interest 
The titie was to remain in the Lowell machine 
company, which was to have the right to take 
the machinery when any paymentjiapsed. Those 
opposed to the contract held that the president 
could, by lapsng any payment, throw the 
whole property into the hands of the Lowell 
company. We shal! publish the contract in full 
at some time. 

4 PROPORTION TO RAISE MONEY. 

A proposition will be made to raiss stock in 
the foliowing manner: Those who paid io will 
be asked to raise their stock one half—to take 
30 cents worth of stock for every doilar paid in. 
This will give the new stockholders a mergin of 
$56,000, as $112,000 has already beea paid in and 
it is understood that the money cau be raised 
on this plan.
